The adjourned hearing on the death 


Eri Blake, who was run over by en 
electric car in Hampton, 
Thursday 


night, was held in the town ball in that 
place Monday afternoon before a large 
audience, and proved to be very unsatis- 
factory. The jury came to no verdict, 
for the case was so uncertain that Coro- 
ner Eider made an adjournment -with- 
out date, either for the purpose of se- 
curing further evidence or of making up 
a verdict; from the evidence already in. 


Monday afternoon only four witnes- 


ses were on the stand,- Mrs. Frank Jeu- 
netJB and her son, Frank, who reside 
near the scene of the man's death; Mrs. 
Nellie Joyce, who resides in the same 
lionse with William Woodburn, one of 
the men with whom Blake rode home 
on Thursday night and Charles H. 
Qreeley, one of his companions on that; 
night. 


Mr. Jenuess and his mother were the 


most important witnesses, as they stat- 
ed that they heard a team go by their 
house on Thursday night abont 12 
o'clock. One of the occupants was say- 
ing in a loud tone "If you dout go 
b*ck and pick up thai fellow you knock- 
ed down, I won't go with you. The 
other inquired where be lived and on 
learning that it was a mile distant re- 
fused. Just then came the crash of the 
car, and the men whipped up their 
horse and drove off at full spend. 


Mrs. Joyce testified to staying up to 


wait for Woodburu. He and Qreeley 
arrived home abont 12:30. They bad a 
dispute in the barn about the amount of neighl 
beer drank by each, and after stabling affair 
the horse, Greeley wanted Woodburn high, 
to go home with him. The boy re 
fused and concealed himself in some 
nearby grass, whereupon Greeley went 
home alone. 
The next morning the 


witness lectured Woodburn for being 
out the night before, and he said: "After 
I get out of this scrape I'll never drink 
any more." She supposed be meant 
drinking in referring to a "scrape." 


Greeley was the man who took Blake 


home from the beach, bnt bis testimony 
did little towards clearing np the mysr 
tery. It differed quite materially from 
Woodbnrn's. 


He said that the first lie saw of Blake 


at the beach was when he was going 
home, and some one suggested that he 
give him a tide. He assented and said 
the ride -was a peaceable one and he 
left Blake at the sohoolhouse. 
He re- 


membered no conversation on the trip, 
nor the words Mrs Jenness declared 
she heard uttered, nor any of the actions 
Mrs. JennesB described. 


In direct contrast to 
Woodbnrn's 


statement that he had not seen Greeley 
to speak to on Friday, was Greeley '• 
testimony that the boy was in his room 
all of that morning. That they did not 
speak one word of the tragedy, however, 
he was certain. 


This finished the evidence at hand, 


and Coroner Rider accordingly ordered 
an adjournment. That those present 
were disappointed goes without saying. 
It U thought by many that a detective 
should have been placed on (he case. 


An incident of the case was the re- 


ceipt bj Coroner Eider of an anonymous 
letter, in which troubles m Blake's 
family were credited as beidg a factor 
in the death,

Officer riltd HU Revolver In tbe Air

Quite a flatter of excitement was oc- 


casioned on Market' square shortly after 
ten o'clock on Monday evening by a 
pistol shot cracking, sharp and clear on 
the evening air.

All the excitement was caused by a 


young fellow who was arrested on Con- 
gress street by Marshal {Entwistle for 
begging and turned over to Officer 
Shannon who started for the station 
house with him. On the way across 
the square he broke away from the offi- 
cer and started on the dead run down 
Pleasant street. He proved to be a 
good sprinter and tho officer seeing he 
was getting away drew his revolver end 
fired a shot into the air. It had the de- 
sired effect, for as the fellow rounded 
Warren street corner he stopped and 
gave himself np. At the station house 
he gave the name of John Allen, claim- 
ing Montreal as his home. Things had 
hardly quieted down before an excited 
young tman rnshed into the station 
house and reported that a fierce fight 
was in progress on Penhallow street. 
Three or four oilicere, who happened 
to be in the station| at the time, imme- 
diately rnshed to the spot headed by 
the young man. In a dark alley in the 
rear of Good Templars' hall two men 
with their coats off were scion struggling 
together. 
The officers pounced upon 


them and took them both to the police 
station. It seems that one of them was 
trying to get thu other, who was pretty 
drnnk, into the houso where he board- 
ed. He did not want to go and start- 
ed in to do the fellow up who was try- 
ing to aid him. The intoxicated indi- 
vidual was locked up while the other 
was allowed to go home. The whole 
neighborhood was stirred up over the

Iu Austria,, uvuii f->r muirtor, a worn 


an is nuvur put into uu ordinary prison, 
much less brought to the gallows. 
Whatever the crimes of which they are 
convicted, women are scut to the con- 
vents set apart for this purpose and are 
kept there as loug as the judge deter- 
mines. 


The ladies superior have practically 


a free hand over their charges and re- 
ceive from the govenum'iit sevenpence tt 
day for each criminal uuder their care. 
At Neudorf convent, which" receives all 
the foinale offenders from Vienna, there 
is nothing iu the appearance of the 
place to suggest a prison. 


The courtyard stands open all day 


long, with only a nun as a doorkeeper. 
Once inside, all tho convicts are on the 
same footing. They are employed in the 
domestic work of the convent, and in 
making matches, buttons, needlework, 
embroidery, lacov woodwork, etc., su- 
perintended only by the sisters. 


For work beyond their allotted task 


they arc paid by scale—half the money 
being given them at tho end of tho 
week and half being placed to their 
credit until ihrfr term expires, when it 
is paid to them on leaving.

Spiders' Web Silk. 


It •would appear from all accounts 


that M. Chacot's enterprise of the man- 
ufacture of spiders' web silk is to be 
• pursued on a large scale, a factory in 
Paris having been taken for the purpose. 
Here the spiders will be kept and -work- 
ed at regular hours, and when one of 
them is used up he will be fed and help- 
ed back to condition again, while an- 
other will take his place on the bobbin. 
An expert, fully acquainted with the 
habits of the insect, will be in control 
of the spider department of the factory, 
the care of them, feeding, housing, etc. 


In obtaining the requisite supply, if 


the hitter exceeds what is necessary for 
the industry, experiments will be made 
•with a view to ascertaining which of 
the different varieties produces the finest 
quality of silk, and in this way those 
not favored with a flue web will be 
weeded out Trials will likewise be 
made with different diets in order to 
determine whether or not it is possible 
to train tbe spider to give forth a web 
that is an improvement on the ordinary 
product, the expectation being that 
petwnrcrance in this respect will result 
in securing a quality of silk hitherto

Marina, cabled last night, declared that 
10 per cent of Havana's working people 
.were starving to death. A glance at the 
price list in the same newspaper, re- 
ceived here today and dated July 12, 
fives convincing proof that one of the 
official organs of the Spanish govern- 
ment In Cuba Is not lying. 


Tha prices given in the maiket re- 


fort are those fixed by the government, 
which has been attempting by law to 
place food within the reach of all. But, 
as the Dlarlo frankly confesses, the 
edicts have been futile. Th* food Is In 
the hands of ((peculators. When the offi- 
cial decree, for Instance, puts the price 
on corn meal at 22 cents a pound in gold, 
that figure must be doubled or treblra 
to buy the commodity.
